A new salary schedule, effective 
September Ist. 1947, was authorized 
by the Poard of Trustees of the Bow 
Valley school Division at a_ special 
session held recently with the bargain- 
ing agent of the Local Alberta Teach- | 
ers Association.

another successful year in the distri- 
bution of registered and certified seed 
grain to the farmers of this provinee. 
Approximately 107,000 bushels were 
during the 1946-7 season 
as compared with 67,182 bushels dur- 
ing the year previous. 

Wheat varieties amounted to 88,326 
bushels compared with 28,730 a year 
ago; flax 11,869 bushels as compared 
with 1,194 (or almost ten times as 
much); barley 26,223 bushels and oats 
35,307 bushels. 

Among the wheat varieties, Thatch- 
er proved the most popular with 19,862 
bushels distributed. Red Bobs was 
second in popularity with 9,022 bushels 
sold. Redwing was by far the most 
popular of the flax varieties. 10,079 


bushels of this variety were distribut- | 


ed. The three most popular barleys 
were Olli, Titan and Newal, account- 


;ing for about eighty per cent. Among 
the oat varieties Victory was the gen- 
eral favorite.
